EDUCATION, IN THE ESTIMATES. 

Nearly five months iigo, at the eoinrnouce- 
moi t of the present session- of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, 'he honorable member for 
Lako district moved for nnil obtained a 
Committee on Education, consisting of him- 
Belf and Messrs. Tolmie, Street, Powell, and 
Carswell. Apparently the honorable gentle- 
man is satislied that ho had performed the 
full measure of his duly by this act, os 
neither 
the 

slightest further trouble in the matter. The 
coDSequenoo is that the House of Assembly 
now fiuds itself compelled to take up the 
subject, and to say whether it shall vote 
$5000 of the public money for educational 
purposes, without having any adequate in- 
formation as to the rcquircmeuts of the col- 
ony, the amount of money necessary, and 
the most advisable mode of distributing Ihe 
amount voted. Perhaps it ia unjust, however, 
to lay the whole blame on the shoulders ol

the committee, as eveny one of the present 
members of the House faithfully promised 
their constitueuts, in their public addresses. to 
give the subject of education their earnest 
attention. How they have kept their prom- 
ises, so far', is patent to the public,»nd wo can 
oulv hope that when the question 
comes up in the committee on' Sup- 
ply, which it mmt do in a few 
days, they will endeavor to alone for past 
neglect by present action and careful deli- 
beration. It is not necessary to theorize on 
the subject — its general importance is a self- 
evident truth ; what now is to bo done is to 
take up the practical view — to say, how 
much shall wo vote, and how, when, and 
where shall it be applied ? As to tho amount 
naked for in the estimates, there is probably 
little dillereuco of opinion aa to ila correct- 
ness; for tho population of thia colouy, and 
tho comparatively small number of children 
included therein, the sum of 85,000 is per- 
haps a very fair allowance for educational 
purposes, and there ia not the slightest doubt 
that with that anionnt a very great deal of 
good may be effected. But ita distribution 
will require the most careful consideration, 
and it is on this point that the apportion- 
ments, as laid down in the estimates, arc op«n 
to mueh and strong animadversion. Wo find 
that of the S5,0! p asked for, the educational 
sections of Victoria, Craiu,ilowcr, and Nanai- 
mo gel $1000 each, and ihe districts of Esqui- 
inalt, Saaoieh, Cedar Hill, and Lake gel £500 
each, while the city of Victoria, which con- 
tributes nine-tenths of tho taxes, and con- 
tains at least four-fillhs of the children in the 
colony, gets nothing ! To be sure the Vic- 
toria District Scheol ia so close to tho oity 
that it may answer the purpose of a city 
school, but what facilities doos it afford to ihe 
children residing in the greater part of the dia- 
rict, lor whom it is supposed to be inteuded ? 

The apportionment for Nanaimo, with its 
120 or 130 children, is doubtless called for, 
but lhat of a similar amount for GraigBowor, 
with a school roll of 10 to 15 pupils, ia most 
manifestly excessive, particularly when wo 
find Esquimalt with iO or' 50 ohildren, and 
Saanioh with Irom 25 to 30, set down for 
only §500. In fact the whole system of 
school management as at present existing in 
tho colony is worse than useless ; not only 
is the money expended in the most ill-judg- 
ed manner, hut there is no guarantee what- 
ever that the public receive an adequate 
return; indeed, the contrary seems to bo the 
case. Instead of the question "of education 
beins^ kept prominently before the community, 
and receiving that share of general attention 
and interest its' importance demands, it ia 
almost ontirely ignored ; if there be an es- 
tablishment, aa wo are led to infer from ihe 
item hi the Estimates, its doings aro not 
thought to be. mutters in which tho publio 
has any concern, and no opportunity is af- 
forded them to express a feeling ol interest 
in the subject. What wo want here is 
some tegular system for the management 
of a matter ol moro than national import- 
ance. We want o Colonial Board of Educa- 
tion, or Courfcil of Public Instruction, -whose 
duty it shall be to devote special enro to tho 
educational interests of tho country ; we 
want school superintendents, who shall ox- 
eroise an active and regular inspection over 
the establish ments which are in tho receipt of 
the publio money; we want boards of trus- 
tees in each of the school districts, whoso 
business it shall be til direct and control tho 
local affairs of their respective establish- 
ments, and when wo have all these, we will 
have some guarantee that our money is pro- 
perly and judiciously expended, and that one 
of the most important and '.vital interests 
which exists in any land, and one which re- 
ceives the warmest attention of the thoughtful 
and enlightened in every civilized country, is 
riot neglected ia our own.

Dr. Trimble's notice of motion to stay Ihe 
sending home of tbe resolutions praying for 
on e civil list which were lately adopted by 
the House, ti'i further discussion, was post- 
poned owing to tho absence of tho hon. 
mover. 

The Speaker said this showed the Import- 
ance attached to tho motion. 

SMALL DEIJT3 BILL, 

The House went into committee of the 
whole on this bill, Mr. U.iyloy in the chair. 

Mr. DeCosnios said he did not see tho need 
for the appointment of a now judge, as was 
contemplated by this bill. We had just 
made a request tor a now Chief-Justice, and 
he did not approve of putting tha colony to 
tho odditional expense of £f)»0 for an inferior 
judg«. 

Mr. Dennes said that tho foes of Iho now 
court would more than pay all expanses. It 
was well known that ihe greatest inconven - 
ienoe was caused by one judge having to do 
all the work of the colony. Ho had been 
actuated simply by a desire to bentlit Iho 
public in bringing up this bill. 

Mr. Bayley disapproved of tho principle 
of the bill. 

Dr. Tolmie said that the bill only provided 
a courl lor Victoria ; he believed that no 
such court was wanted in the country ; he 
thought wo should discourage litigation as 
niuoli :is pussiblo, although somo of hi* hon. 
colleagues might diljcr from him in that 
respect. Wo had applied for a new Chief 
Justice, who we weie told would bo ablo to 
do all the work of the colony, and ho did 
not see tnejnoed for another judge, 

Mr. Duncan said that in his opinion nn 
one man, be he whom he may, could got 
through all tho work lo bo done. Ho be- 
lieved the appointment of snob a judge as 
contemplated, would be a great bonolit to ihe 
country. 

The l»t clause was put and lost, Messrs. 
Duncan ami Pennss in the affirmative. 

Mr. Dennes said ho would withdraw the 
bill as the pith and essence of it was lost, 

Mr. DeOpsmos did uot bbo \yhy tl|0 bill 
should be withdrawn. 

Mr. Young also opposed the withdrawal of 
the bill, lie thought the County Court law 
of England, so far as applicable to this 
country, might advantageously bo followed. 

Dr. Holmckuu did nut see tho use of re- 
porting progress on this bill; it was only 
wasting time, und tha session had lasted too 
long alroady. So far as the rural district 
are concerned, they do nol want such a mea- 
sure ai this, and it would bo only enootn ag- 
ing litigation, which was a great ovil, Peo- 
plu were perfectly happy where there are no 
lawyers ("Inughtor.J 

The committee rose and reported progrjss, 
and asked leave to sit again. 

To-day (Wudneaday) tho Hotiso will be in 
Committee on Supply.

lientinek Arm Co. vs. llooii.— Dunenn McMar- 
tin. called anil exMnined br Mr. McCreight. I re- 
collect tiikinf; n journey from Mouth of Qucsnello 
to the trail on the west bank nf the Fraser, anil 
Btruck Hlack Hirer in November, 18G2. 1 struck 
the lientinek Arm trail at Mckatlin; it took rne 2" 
dirs to Ret there. We started Berne distance above 
the Mouth ofQuesnelle, I nheuld »av thirtymlles 
higher up. I wns in company with George Wear- 
er, and he got his feet frost bitten. I suppose it 
would tnke a party with proper Indian guidss.and 
packing their grub by Indians, going the way wo 
went, about ten days from Month of Qucsnelle to 
Ilontinck Arm. It is from 7o to 80 miles from the 
mouth of Illack Uiver to Cluskus, and about 50 
or 63 from Cluskus to Meckatlin. 

Mr. McCreight here sought lo put in as evidence 
Arrowsmith's map nf British Columbia, 

Mr. Wood objected nn account of tho well known 
inaccuracies of the map. 

Cross examined by Mr. Wood. 

I am a miner: 1 hnve never made roads. I havo 
never been to the head of salt water navigation on 
lientinek Arm. We went up the west bank of the 
Fraser till we came to Illack River, crossed it and 
went down tho north bank of Illack Kivor, whore 
there was an old Indian trail. I went down tho 
trail after Mr. Hood had mado it. 

Oilbert Tompkins. — 1 remember Mocdonald and 
Barmtonc coming from Alexandria to Beutinck 
Arm, in May, 1800. We were 27 Jays going, and 
14 coming back. We were looking out for the 
best trail ; it should take from ten to fifteen d.ys 
to go from Alexander to lientinek Arm, blazing the 
trail, We took nine horses. We had no trouble 
over the slide. It was protty rough ; wo left our 
horses below the slide. 

Cross-examined.— I took tho horses down tho 
precipice ; wo explored tho trail. We made the 
trail as far as wo went. A party had to blaze \ 
trail which was to he used ultimately for a waggon 
road, I havo no interest in the lino. I should use 
the Bentinck Arm route if it were made. There is 
only one precipitous place that I know of on the 
route. The Bella Coola river is at tho foot of the 
slide. 

Mr. John Morris called and examino l by Mr. 
Ring. 

I am acquainted with this route. 1 travelled 
from iho Bentinck Arm to the slide. I 6tarted on 
the 30th nf June, and arrived at the slide on the 
8th of July. It is not an easy road to travel : In 
many places tho trail was lost. Before I left Ca- 
riboo I told Mr. Groen that I would let him know 
what I thought of the route. I arrived at Alexan- 
der on the 21st of July. I have travelled over the 
country considerably. It is good sound ground lo 
travel over : there are Indian trails from one lake 
to another, and from one hunting field to another. 
The packers were anxious to havs this route open, 
cd up. I returned by tho same trail in October : it 
was a very exoelb nt road when 1 returned. Be, 
tween Suiliss and Ohilaeooteer, on going up, I 
found the trail had never been blazed. 1 cannot 
say lo what extent real estate would bo improved 
by this lino of road being opened up. There was 
good bunch grass from Ohilaoostesn to Alexander. 

Cro>s examined. — I am a civil enginecr.nnd ac- 
customed to the nuking of road I. I think it would 
be a season's work for a man to blaze and lay out 
road from the head of Bentinck Ann to Fraser 
river: there aro numberless creeks and rivulets. 
There were fragments of trails bore and thore. It 
was a very unfavorable season when I went across 
— thers had been heavy rains. I know the slide 
and the prscipice. Pack animals could not go up 
with or without loailn with safety at the time when 
I went along thare. ft would take three weeks for 
an engineer to select and liy out a line from lien- 
tinek Arm to tho slide. In selecting a road, an 
engineer would have to walk over tho line several 
times— there is the ascent of the slide.and also the 
ascent of the precipice, neither of thorn onght to 
be on the line of road— an engineer would nottako 
a road over one or tho other. The Indians were 
cry troublesome .'a ui. They levied black 
.ail upon us. I can't say whatthu road would 
take to mskc. I would not make the trail for 
$00,000. I don't think it would bo a good specu- 
lation to make a road from Bentinck Arm now, as 
the mines are running eastward. I had conversa- 
tion with Mr. Green before going up ; 1 lot Mr. 1 
Green know what I thought of this route. \ was 
on intimate terms with Green, but not particularly 
so with Cary. Am not very fond of lnwyers'lriond- 
ship. 

Question.— Did cither Mr, Green or Mr. Cary 
tell you that thnv could not do anything with the 

ad until Mr. Hood came into it 1 I don't clear- 
ly recollect. 

Did either of them over say that they had hook. 
In Mr. Hood ? I can't recollect their saying 
lhat. I think Mr. Cary told mo in Cariboo that he 
had Hood in a tight place. 

Ke-exainincd.— It would havo been an easy 
matter to havo found another route, avoiding the 
slide and the proclpico. 

Oeorgo Hunter Cary, oalUd and examined by 
Mr. King. 

I remember Mr. Green informing me that a 
prospecting parly had goue to prospect the coast 
of British Columbia, and telling me he wished to 
secure my s.eryices to assist in any transactions 
which might arise out of the prospecting exhitu 
tion, and he otfercd mo a twolftn interest. We 
could not tell what it would eventuate in, whether 
making or laying out town silei. 1 told him 
that I would be very happy to join in it. as I be- 
lieved a coast roule would be a great benefit to Ihe 
jincs. I gavo a groat denl of lime and attention 
to this route ; whenever we heard of any one going 
up by that routo we sought him out, and endea- 
orod to procuro information from hlui. Several 
packers appeared very anxious to open up the )ine. 
there was so much competition on the old route.— 
Mr. Srolt and Mr. Nelson, who wero both pack- 
ers, told mo they were anxious to havo this line 
mado. After the land had been taken up, many 
reports were circulated hero with regard lo the 
shortness and facilities of the routo from tho coast 
to the Fraser river, Mr. Green and I devoted a 
great portion of our time in comparing the various 
accounts which w» obtained ffPW tn0 persons who 
travelled over thatroute: eventually we earns to 
the conclusion that the gcacral result of the reli- 
able reports was insufficient to justify us In taking 
tho preliminary steps to ascertain in a manner we 
could rely upon, the real truth of these stories— 
We then thought from tlic feeling that was abroad 
in Victoria, with regard to these routes, to organ- 
ise a Joint Stock Company for the purpose of 
making a road. Having asioci itod ourselves with 
several business gentlemen, aed having hold se- 
veral meetings, I sugaestcd that a deputation 
should wait upon his Kxcelloney, and point out 
the facts which we had collected, and ask for a 
charter. The deputation went, but a promise of 
the shartrr had been o'ready uiven— this took place 
in September or Or. il-jr, 1S0T. I then suggested 
""r. Omen that we bhould find outirho had Ihe 
promise, and try to make' terms with him. Mr. 
-n discovered the party, and despatched a mci- 
jor to British Columbia to fetch him down.— 
Mr. itonald Macdonald was the party. Sometime 
in Qctqbor he came down with Barnstonc to Vic- 
toria : wo had numerous conversations with them 
they bad both Ijecn over the Ipiil.and both spoke 
of it very favorably. There were a great many 
expenses attendant upon tho enterprise, which 
these two gentlemen were not in a position tn bear. 

is therefore arranged by myself, Mr Green, 
and Macdonald, as set out in the deed of ii.lrd No- 
vember, 1801, already in evidence. By this deed 
Macdonald handed ovor tr. Green the right to the 
charter, in consideration of hit having ono.twen- 
tieth part in a company which was not to have 
less cnpital than $2-5,000. Mr. Green then got in- 
oomronnlcatlon with government : thero was 
great delay. Iivon!ually,oll|or charters were grant- 
ed on the LiltQOOt and Lylton routes, anil some of 
our principal supporters left us. In January, 1802, 
I went to San Francisco, where 1 became acquaint 
ed with scvoral Influential men ofbusiness, amongst 
others a Mr. fyoMnV, With whom I was very inti- 
mate. Ho was managing Flint .1 Holiday's busi- 
Samucl Pricp & Co., who were carrying on 
business In San Francisco, also received instruc- 
tions from Mr, Green to try and do something in 
this matter down there. Wo could oome to nn 
definite understanding, because wo bad nnt suffi- 
cient information with regard to the line of road, 
to justify business men undertaking the responsi- 
bility of making Ihe road. We had got no signed 
and sealed iiisl 'iment from tho government, and 
we could do nothing without the ofiticnrrenoe nf 
those in Victoria who were asioolated with us. On 
niy return from San Francisco, we eventuallv, in 
April, ISO-J. obtained the agreement for a charter. 
I thought there wonld bo very liltle difficulty in 
getting part of tho capital taken up here. and sorAe 
'n Sin Francisco, and some in England. I com- 
n.inicatcd will) Mr- Flint, and received an answer 
lati'd 13th March, 18<i2, In which l|o referred rne 
to Mr. Wallace, who had his instructions, (letter 
read). At the tlmo I was |n San Francisco, I had 
a great deal of communication with Mr, Flint, and 
his opinion was that if we could open the route, It 
would he an excellent speculation tn put on a lino 
of steamers from Victoria to Bentinck Arm, and 
ono in which he would be prepared to assist. Mr. 
Green informed mo that he had arranged with Md 
ICcnzio to bloae a trail from' Bentinck Arm to- 
wards the Fraser, On making further enquiries, 
I found that Mr. Hoblna would not repirrt from 
Mexico until the latter end of June, I therefore 
agreed with Mr. Green, that If It were necessary, 
we would apply for an extention of tho time for 
laying down tho lino. This was in June, 1802. — 
I was in bad health at the time. 

The Court rose at one o'clock. At two, on re- 
assembling, Mr. Cooper, one of the special jury 
men was absent, and did net reach the Court until 
about twenty minutes sfler two. Before Mr. Cary's 
examina'lon proceeded, JuaepbLynes wns called 
and examined by Mr. King. I knoiy the route be- 
thu Duntinck Arm nild Fraser river. I met Mr. 
Hood when ho was on Iho line : this wni tho first 
time I went ovor the line. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood. 
I came back In September. I found tho trail 
improved in parts : thero was a trail by tho side of 
tho IiC'ia Coola riror. The trail was not very bad. 
Mr. Hary'a examination continued : 
Mr. Green told mo that ljood wished to join our 
undertaking ; I showed him Flint's letter, ami 
subsequently ho saw those gentlemen who had 
been associated with us and with a view to break- 
ing off our engagements with thim. I think it 
was about 21st or 22d June that I was unable to 
leave mv house from illness, and Green came up 
on the 22d and informed mo lhat Hood had called 
upon him and asked hiin to explain the position 
of the project wo had i : hand. Green said that 
ho thought Hood would bo a good man to take 
(ho matter in baud, he had heard that ho had 
mado a good many roads in California. I expres- 
sed my disliko to placing the matter in tho hands 
nf a person of whom I Ifneiy nothing, and I said 
I would soo Hood. Mr. Orcon ai'id myself had 
mado up our minds to go through with thjs routo 
Mr. King put s leading question as to what 
Cary had Intended to do, to which Mr. Wood ob- 
jected saying that ths question was improper, 
Mr. King took exception to Ihe word improper. 
Mr. Cary said it was quite unnecessary for his 
counsel to lead him. 

I told Orcon to bring all the documents with 
him Jthon ho brought Hood, fjhortly afterwards 
Green and Hood came; Qrccn introduced IfoorJ 
and I requested Green to read the agreement' bo-r 
lwe»n him&alj and H. Macdonald to Hood, which 
ho did, ni also tho agreement for tho ohartqr, 

Mr. Hing -Wns tho agreement road through 
hurriedly f 

Mr. Wood objected to this at a leading and 
suggestive question. 

Wltnoas— I rocollect distinctly stopping Gieon 
as he vent along and explaining the matter to 
Hood ; I did so because I heard he was desirous 
of closing the matter immediately. The reading 



and explaining of these papers took at least two 
hours. After tho documents had been read Green 
said to Hood in mv presence as to what terms he 
could tie admitted into tho enterprise and that he 
wished tn tako the management of it. Green said 
he considered ono-lhird tn himself and two-third 
to Hood would be fair Hood looked at me and 
I said I should be quite satisfied. I looksd upon 
it as an exceedingly liberal offer if he performod 
his contrac 1 pointed out to flood tho terms on 
which the taarler was to he granted to H. Mac- 
donald, and that the rame were binding on any 
one who took it from him ; that tho Government 
in granting the charter at Ihe last moment had 
thrown all tho delay they could in our way and 
we could expect no favor from them. I told 
Hood lhat If he felt any difficulty in fulfilling the 
terms of the contract aa mentioned in page 3 of 
the agreement, he had better, tell mo whether he 
was sure of heing able to put it through by the 
.list July. From his conversation it was perfectly 
plain to me that he had been obtaining informs 
tion nn the point from same other sources. I 
also understood that Lieut. Palmer, 11. N., was 
about to proceed to liontinck Arm to inspect the 
route. I told Hood that I had no doubt if he fell 
any serious difficulty we could get another 
month's time. He said he would rather go on and 
do it at oneo than wail here to make applications 
for iime. I had to work all that night and all tho 
next day to get finished the papers which I was in- 
structed to prepare; the documents were prepared 
by the 25th of June. I told Mr. Hood how 1 
could carry out the arrangement which Mr. Green 
had suggested. Mr. Hood had explained to me 
that he should have the whole control of this work, 
anil two-thirds of the not revenue as well, this 
net revenue to be ascertained vfter payment of all 
expenses of collecting and repairs. I told him 
that all tho gentlemen who had originally been 
connected with us in the matter woulu consent to 
his having the management; also pointed out to 
Hood tho arrangement mado bclwcon Green and 
Macdonald. I told Mr. Hood also that I, as a 
professional man, would not take an unlimited 
('ability upon mvsclf, anil that it would, therefore, 
bo necessary to ioim a Company under the limited 
liability act ; that it was necessary for that pur- 
pose that seven porsoiis should Bign tho memo- 
randum or association. That thore were only 
four of us, Green, myself, Macdonald and himself 
inloreatod.'and that t should consequently have to 



Mr. Wood said rather than take up the' time of 
tho jury he would waive his objection. 

Mr. Cary continued — Ido not recollectanythlng 
being said about the impossibility of laying nut 
the road in time ut the first interview between 
Hood, Green and myself. I remember asking Mr. 
Hood whether he was certain he could complete it 
without extension of time. I entered into no dis- 
cussion with Mr. Hood about who had been over 
the route. Nothing was said about my making 
charges or doing tbe work gratuitously durlnjr 
this interview at my house. I don't recollsct 
Mr. Hood making any inquiry for any documents 
which were not produced. Heard nothing about 
Mr. Hood having brought animal*. aH'l gooda from 
San Francisco. 1 tuuk care to mnko tho deed 
binding. I would not leave Hood a loup-holo to 
got out of Iho agreement. Tho special damago in 
Ihis case is that 1 and Mr. Green for a, long period 
were for a long time eugnged ovor this business, 
l hat I was constantly preparing legal documents 
and writing to officials about this business. I paid 
my share of the purchase money for the land. 
Ours offered mo jJT.GOO lor 40 acres of this land 
before tbe agreement for the road woe made. I 
would now take a quarter of that. 1 would not 
have taken double that sum. With regard to tho 
advantages of this route over tho Lilluoet and Lyt- 
ton routes it is that there are stoppages and tran- 
shipments on the latter. Mi. Hood, after his return 
to Victoria, showod mo the new line which he had 
found, by which the slido and tho procipico would 
bo avoided. There would bo a ferry over the Bella 
Coola river, and another over the Frazer. Mr. 
Hood was very sanguine about the road. He never 
gave me any estimate of tho probnblo revenue, I 
contributed tho sum of §200 or $300 to Mr. Green's 
expenses. 1 paid -U0 for registering the Company. 
1 believo Mr. Green spont 58,000 or SO.OUO over 
this matter, Mr. Hood showed mo the Colonial- 
Secretary's letter of September last. I told him I 
thought the letter satisfactory. Mr. Hood did not 
repudiata this agreement until ho was asked to 
keep his word. Hood never accused me of fraud. 
I never heard or such a charge utitil I saw tho 
plea of fraud. I recommended Mr. Morris not to 
go to law un ess he had clear evidence in his 
favor. 

Cross examined by Mr. Wood— I know nothing 
about the country over which this road was to go; 
did not know the distance from Alexander to 
Bontiock Arm; I estimated tho distance from 
the Mouth of Quosnollc to lientinek Arm as 223

1 explained to 
him before be left the house the exact manner In 
which I intended to draw the deed. Hint as a 
matter of formality, any matter arranged between 
him ind the Company would have to bo passed 
at a meeting or th. shareholders. I explained to 
him that the shares could not bo allotted to Hood 
until the work was done, otherwise ho might sell 
Ihe shares and not do tho work. I told Hood that 
In drawing tho deed botween himself and the Com- 
pany I should have to rooito tho mouting of tho 
shareholders; he scorned to understand Ihe thing 
completely ; he knew what ho was up to There 
were! to be 12,003, of which 373 wore to bo Issued 
to Iho Company, CO to It. Macdonald, and the rest 
to Hood. Until the work was done, the shares 
were not to be sold or transferred. I then set to 
work to prepare tho documents. I explained these 
matters very carofully to Mr. Hood, and ho seemed 
to understand them. I finished tho documents by 
the evening of the 23rd or the 21th. I saw nothing 
moro of Mr. Hood at that time. I wrote a certi- 
ficate of tbo registration of tno Company, (pro- 
duced and read-) I had no communication with 
Sir Hood after this. I had proviously told him 
that if ho we.ntod an extension of lin)o to write fo 
me and I would get it. I reooivod no lettor. Tho 
next time l saw Mr. Hood was in tho latter end or 
September or October. I went up to speak to him 
about the Bentinck Ami. Hood jsid " why they 
won't speak to me, at New Wastminstcr, because 
tho charter is to 11. Macdonatd." I told him 
to go back again and explain that he was 
McDonald's assign; I think it was then that I first 
heard or the forfeiture; he aaid they told him it 
was forfeited on account of jt not being blsaed. I 
told him not to bother himself about that, I would 
make it all right; I thought they were not likely 
to tako any advantage of him. Hood said ho 
thought we had better try for a now charter; he 
asked me to take the thing in hand "gain and try 
and zot a new charter on tha same terms as Mr. 
Waddingtoa had got his charter for the Bute In- 
let; I mado an appointment with him and told him 
that Groen and I and McDonald should want just 
the same stipulations as before, and then ho 
asked whether I should make any law charges, I 
told him distinctly I should not. I think ho came 
to tn» office twice aficr this and mado same ramb- 
ling statement which I could not understand; ho 
said lie was sloU of lianald Mucdnnahl; ho asked 
whether ws would give him some land to store 
his goods upon. I told him it was not ours to 
sive: I did not see him again until the next'spiing 
(18G3), I then said Hood aro you going to throw 
over tho lientinek Arm ? I hear you aro going to 
havo a charter somewhere else. 

Mr. Cary wanted to state what were tho im- 
pressions on his mind. 
Mr. Wood objected. 
His Lordship said it was not evidence. 
Mr Hood said he was going on with the Ben- 
tinck Arm and had sent men thare; he then asked 
me naain to set to work and get him anew chartar; 
I beliovo Iload eamo lo niy ofllco when he came 
up; I then told him that I expected no difficulties 
in tho way of getting a now charter; as soon as 
we had aat down Hood turned round and asked 
mo why 1 had sent him down to lientinek Arm to 
make a rood in lo days; I referred to the papers 
connected with tho matter and showod hi'u tho 
words 31st July In the agreement, and asked him 
what time tho Labouchere left Victoria. 1 said, 
you had 85 days, I round out my mistake, 
ami it was 35 days; but I said that was his look 
out; Hood then ca'c' he wished I would get tljij 
new charter at oneo, so that when he come down 
the river he might go lo work at once. A few 
days afterwards Hood cam? in again, and I said to 
him the whole of this matter relates back to our 
contractor tho 25(h Jupe, and wo must havn the 
same privileges as under tho old one; he did not 
oivo me any ilefinito reply. I then saw Edward 
Groen and told him I thought we could not get 
on with Hood; Hood said he did nnt wish to havo 
anything to do with Ranald McDonald; 1 ex- 
plained to him that It was the duty of Green and 
mvseir to protect McDonald; I beliovc Green 
offered to give Hood one-thirteenth of the town 
site; in the moan time Green had had some con- 
versation with me relative to buying opt R Mc- 
Donald; ] agreed to Ihls and to eontfibutlna one- 
third towards buying bun out; Hood was also to 
pay one-third; Hood reused to p&y Ranald 
Macdonald anything; I told Hood distinctly and 
plainly that 1 should commence an action against 
aim; Hood said there was no necessity to havo II- 
Macdonald in the now charter ; that he was a nonr 
man and had no fripwls ; thlg was in 18R3; 
after that I took n° 'notice of Hood ; I did riot 
speak to him when I met him; Jt. Macdonald 
came lo mo on the creek one Jav and asked what 
he should do, as Hood had offered thrqugh Ooolfer. 
to buy him nut ; I told him if he could got a good 
price to sell: when I oame down Mr Maodonald 
Iho Banker, asked me to get a new charter for' 
Hood; I said I would do so. 

Mr. W'rod. — This I understand was after the 
action was commenced ? 
Witness —Certainly, 
Mr. Wood.— Then I object to it, 
An argument ensued upon this, and His Lord- 
ship ultimately decided lhat Mr. Cary might read a 
memorandum which was proposed as a basis ot set- 
tlement or matters in difference, although it was 
headed without prejudioo. Mr. Gary continued. 
Nothing was done upon this memorandum; when 
Hood came down I told him I would make the 
application for n charter, but it must be dqpe in a 
business like manner. 

Mr. Iting- — "id anything occur when you had 
your first interviow respecting tho possibility or 
imposibility of making the road ? 

Mr. Wood objected to this as n leading question 
put to refresn the witnesses' memory. 

Mr, Hint; and Mr. McCreight argued upon this 
point, and Mr. Caiy proceeded with Ids eyidenoo: 
1 told Hood that I must have a copy 6t Mr. Wad- 
dington's charter and would alter it accordingly 
to the requirements or the lientinek Arm; I got a 
copy C|f this charter, prepared a new one, and 
wrote with It ; Hood signed the letter and received 
a reply which was tavotabln, the letter was read; 
Hood' showed me tho original letter ; I then told 
Hood that I had nindo a blunder in giving hlin 
nosier only to levy ono tofj for a ferry oyer tho 
tracer river whereas tijero ought to havo been a 
ferry over tho Bella Coola river; I rectified this 
error and got Hood to wrlto to tho Colonial Sec- 
retary, accepting 3 cents as a maximum instead of 
5 cents; Hood promised to make tho same arrange 
tncnts as ho had made before with regard to Green's 
anil my interest except that wo were {o haye 
one fourth instead of one third. 

Tho court hero ailjouniod till 10 o'olook this 
day.

The court sat at 10 o'clock, but Mr. Cary, the 
witness under examination, did n"t arrive until U 
ani tho 'c'ouit and jury were kept ivaiting until 
that time. 

Mr, Gary's examination continued. Mr. Hood 
then returned to my office, 

Mr. Hing.— Yoq spoko of having thrpatonod 
Hood with Un action, will you tell ths oourt what 
that action was } 

Mr. Caiy.— The notion was commenced long bo- 
fore the period of which I am now speaking; it 
was a breach of contract into which Hood had en- 
tered with the company. Mr. Cary then said the 
agrecmont which has already been referred to, and 
which is made between Edward Green on his own 
behalf and acting fur '.lie company and Wm Hood, 
details; tbo arrangements rnadp for {ho con- 
struction of the rqaij. 

For tho breach ot this agreement nn aotion was 
commenced in tho spring ot 1803, when Hood 
asked me to get him a now charter; I told him I 
was anxious to do so and have done with the auit, 
this was in November, 

Mr. Wood hero objected to evidence being given 
of attempts of comjiromiso, and quoted "Taylor 
on l'jvidence," to show that it w.is unnecessary 
for the term "without prejudioo" to he expressed, 
it was clear, that learned counsel said, that thjs 
ntlempt at compromisewas made in order to avoid 
the sjqit being prqeeeded with and were virtually 
without prejudice. 

Mr. Hing and Mr,McSrelght argued that tho evi- 
dence was admissible, and Mr. Cary followed in 
argument from, tho wilnesi box. 

His Lordship ruled that the evidence was inad- 
missible. 

Mr. King. -Then do I understand that your Lord- 
ship rules that I eahttV! give ividencc of an inde- 
pendent fact to rebut tho plea of fraud.

Mr. Wood objected to tho junior counsel exam- 
ining the witness. 

His Honor decided that one counsel only Bhould 
examine the witnesa. 
Mr' McCreight pursued hii examisation, and 



certain persons connected with the Beutinck Arm, 
two of them, Gus Wright and Galbraith, got other 
charters from government; in Juno, 1882, or pre- 
viously to that time, I did not think that Green 
and 1 could enter into fresh arrangements without 
consulting these parties; 1 did nut however con- 
sult Gus Wright, it would havo been ridiculous; 
he had a charter for tho Lilloet road; J. P, Couch 
I know nothing about; 1 asked Green to aee the 
others; in June, 1K02, I hnd never had any olfer 
from any ono to make this road, I never sought 
one; I have not the faintest doubt lhat under tho 
arrangements m ade by Macdonald's charter I 
could havo mule tho road myself in the 
time; I would have taken good care to have 
had that road hlaxed by tho 31st or 
July, if the government had not given 
further ftmej I think the road was nut to tollow 
the lino laid down on the map; 1 don't believe tho 
company wore on their last legs to fjnd any ono 
to carry this road through; I had only one inter- 
view with Mr. Hood; I am quito certain it was 
nut on the 20th that I saw Hood; I only prepared 
one draft of this agreement, 1 explained paragraph 
by paragraph the deed of the 4th of April; the 
clause about the road being made as straight as 
the position of tho laud would permit — I did not 
point this out particularly to Hood; I did not point 
out to Hood what Hauald Maclonald had to do; 
but I emphatically pointed out lhat he (Hood) 
had to blaze or lay out the lino by the 31st of 
July. 1 did not tell him what had boen done 
in the way of blazing; I pointed out to Hood 
that tho charter would ho absolutely forfajtod 
unless the ter'rqs as to tirqo were cqufpfjed with.— 
Ido not know whothor Mr. Hood hnd road the 
specifications. I took no instructions about draw- 
ing tho deed. I was drawing it for myself and 
Groen. I did not consider that I was drawing it 
for Hood : the reason I did not recommend Hood 
to lay this agreement before his own legal adviser 
was because 1 was sure I could not get it ready in 
time. Hood did not state Hint ho would cut the 
roid through if he could. I don't know whfthej 
Hood asked mo If I was a lawyer : I told H,ood if 
he got into' any difficulty to write to me.— 1 told 
him that I had no doubt I could get nn extension 
of time for another thirty days if it was necessary, 
Mr. Hood did uot,upoa this oqQa,«ip,n,sn,v anything 
nboutmy cliarges, or any legal expenses, (irceu 
and myself were to hayc one-third of the revenue 
of the toll. I tuld Hood that it was neoessary to 
form a Joint Stock Company, with limited liabil- 
ity. I proceedod lo draw the agreement : I made 
made the arrangements about tho registering of 
tho company. The company consisted of seven 
persona— they were desirous of forming a com- 
pany. 

Mr. Ring, followed by Mr, McCreight, objected 
to these nuosliuna on tho ground that tho certlfi 
cate of registration wag conclusiv e evidence of tlic 
incorporation of the company, which could not be 
robutted. 

Mr. Wood replied, and his lordship overruled 

tho'ohjectlon. 
The Court hero rose for ono hour. 

AVrERNOO.t SESSION', 

Mr. Cary's cross-examination continued. 
I do not recollect if the attention of Mr. Hood 
was specially called to the necessity of giving 
bonds I do not remember if anything was 6alii, 
about honda, 

Mr. Wcod asked a question about tho registra- 
tion of the company. 

Mr, McCreight objected to the de fendant's coun- 
sel disputing tho effect, of the deed, and said that 
tho defendant was stopped from raising tho issue 
or tho validity of the Incorporation of tho Com- 
pany. 

Mr, King followed. 



Mr. Ring read an extract of law on the 
subject. 

Witness continued — I had some conversa- 
tion with Green, and ultimately I signed the 
ngreement. The witness went on to trive u 
deseriplion of the roulo and its facilities and 
advantages. I saw Mr. Hood at Fort Alex- 
andra in August, liSG2. Ho asked rpe to 
prospect a Irail to Iho Bentinck Arm. Mr. 
Hood's train arrived about the same time ; 
the train w> e a large one ; oarrying mer- 
chandize. I also had instructions to prospect 
a trail from Aleiuuder to Mouth of Ques- 
nelle. 

Cross-examined — 1 novcr constructed a 
road, but have seen a good deal of it. 1 
could nol have carried out this road by my- 
self, but I might have done so in conjunction 
with others. I don't know how much mer- 
chandize Hood's train carried. When I ap- 
plied lor the charter I thought I could do it in 
three months ; the government gave me one 
year. I could easily have selected a line be- 
tween the 25th of June and lbs 31st of Jul). 
I could havo laid down a passable waggon- 
road in the time. If I had starled from Vic- 
toria at the same time that Mr. Hood did I 
could have got to the Fraser on the 31st 
July. I don't know lhat enyono who had 
never been over the road before could do so ; 
be might have got help lo explore tho route. 

(Joutt adjourned to Id o'clock this day. 

Australia. 
We take the following summary of news 
from the Melbourne Argus of tho 24lh of 
October : 

The transportation quostion has engaged 
public attention throughout the colony dining 
the month, almost to the exclusion of every 
other topic. Immediately aflur the depart- 
ure of the September mail the first public 
demonstration against the recommendation ul 
Ihe English commissioners took place in Si. 
George's Mall. On tho platform wero many 
ol the leading members of tho community — 
legal, clerioal and lay — and seVeral who took 
a prominent part in tho league which was 
charged with tho duty of oppusing the land- 
ing of tho oonvicts who arrived in the bay in 
1849, during the superintendence' of Mr. La 
Trobe. Within a few hours alterwurds an 
anti-transportation league was formed, tho 
list of members of which may be said now to 
comprise the name of every person in the 
community of any standing. 

Stmpathv with Poland. — A very largo 
and enthusiastic meeting was held recently 
at the Bridge-house Hotel, Southward, to 
express sympathy with the cause of Poland. 
Mr. Locke, one of the borough members, 
presided. Resolutions, claiming for the in- 
surgent Poles a recognition of belligerent 
rights, and declaring that Iho Czar of Kussia 
possessed no legitimate rights of doininalion 
over Poland, wero proposed und unanimously 
adopted. A strong feeling was manifested 
in several of the speeches and in the meeting 
that something more than was claimed by 
tho resolutions ought to be done by England, 
and the suggestion of a war in bohalf of 
Poland called forth vociferous cheering.
